In the July 23rd number of 
LIBERTY appeared an article 
by Judge Oberwager, a magis- 
trate of New York City. It deals 
with the manner of acting and 
of dressing on the part of young 
women. His arraignment of a 
vast group of young women is 
very severe, and his scathing re- 
buke to mothers is very sharp. 

But the judge says he speaks 
from experience with people 
whom he has had occasion to 
know well. His article is built 
up from court cases which he 
declares have been very com- 
mon. He accuses young people 
of inviting the indignities which 
theyaccept by their conversation, 
thar improper dressing and con- 
duct. He says that their charac- 
ter may easily be judged by those 
of the opposite sex by the kind of 
books which they read, and of 
plays which they attend. 

Our young people assume that 
the clergy must denounce such 
conduct as a part of their busi- 
ness, and, therefore, they do not 
take the denunciations seriously ; 
but they should be willing to 
heed the warning of this judge 
of the court, who does not speak 
from hearsay, and who can have 
no other motive in sounding his 
Warning than to help mothers 
= their adolescent boys and 
giris. 


as a people of low standards if 
we act as if we had them, just 
as we shall invite respect and 
consideration if our manner and 
conduct are eminently proper. 
No one can love the young wo- 
man whose conduct is loose. She 
may find those who will take ad- 
vantage of her looseness, but 
they are not the persons who 
would want such a woman as a 
wife or as a mother for their 
thildren. Yet there are so many 
women who construe the atten- 
tion they receive as devotion and 
alfection. Remember the old 
Saying: “Beware of enemies 
when they come in the guise of 
friends.’ The ancient Latin 
poet understood this when he 
said: “I fear the Greeks even 
those bearing gifts.” These con- 
stitute the moral wrecks strewn 
along the shores of time, the ones 
who were deceived by appear- 
ances, and fell because of their 
own eagerness to have attention.

Paris.—M. Millerand, former Presi- 
ident of France, who is now a cana:

tion of religion in an address, made 
before many of the members of Par- 
liament from the district, in which he 
said, “No one has dared to suggest 
the renewed exile of those members 
of religious orders who answered the 
first call of their country in danger 

M. Millerand has taken the position 
that the Republic owes every consid 
eration to religion. He maintains that 
by the separation of the Churches 
from the State the latter is forbidden 
to subsidize or especially favor any 
one cult, but that by the same act it i 
equally forbidden to be the enemy 
declared or undeclared, of any cult. 
sect or religion. It consequently owes 
an equal respect and consideration t: 
those great mora! furces, the different 
religions. 

The former president asks, more 
over, “In what way could the Repub 
lic be menaced, or liberty imperiled 


f im the rest of France the member 
of religious congregations, full 
equipped with the necessary diplo- 


mas, should have the same right 
teach ag those admirable missionaries 
of the French spirit, the Sisters « / 
Ribativille, had in Alsace under Ger- 
man domination?” 

His anewer to this question is a 
demand for the repeal of the law of 
1904 by which the privilege of teach- 
img was denied to the members of re-

Sickened by the violent tirade of 
Zumbrunn, who in his address resort- 
ed to all the shopworn diatribes 
against everything Catholic, plus an 
attempt to besmirch the well-known 
tolerance and fairmindedness of Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh by quoting what 
was said to be part of a speech made 
by the famous aviator’s father. while 
a member of Congress, Father Hig- 
gins, who had purposely gone to the 
meeting to refute the oft-made 
charges that Pueblo Catholics were 
completely cowed by the demonstra- 
tion, rose in his seat as the applause 
for the attorney was dying. | 

With shrieking members of the or-! 
ganization on his every side, the prigst | 
walked down the aisle to the front’ of 
the theatre and asked the chairman, 
the Rev. Mr. Arnold, for the right to 
five minutes’ address. 

At the sight of the cleric’s garb, 
Afnold was non-plussed, as was every- 
body on the stage. For a few seconds 
a deathly silence pervaded the house. 

“T am not masked,” said the priest 
in a low well-modulated voice. “I am 
Father Joseph Higgins, a Catholfe 
priest. I am here unaccompanied—a 
lone eagle like Lindbergh. Is there 


enough red-blooded Americanism in} 


this audience to allow me to speak? 
I doubt it.” 
Somewhat flushed, Arnold dectared 


that he would give Father Higgins) 


five minutes, provided the priest would 
allow him, the grand dragon, to oc- 
cupy the priest’s pulpit for the same 
length of time. 

Father Higgins replied that the 
conditions were entirely different. He 
said his pulpit is in a Catholic church, 
that the Klan meeting was being held 
on city-owned property, that it had 
been advertised as an open session, 
and that advantage had been taken of 
it to insult Catholic clergy and others’ 
rights as citizens 

Denied Right to Speak. 


Arnold then informed the priest 
that the right to speak would not be 
granted 

“I did not expect that it would,” 


said Father Higgins. “I doubted that 
there was enough red-blooded Ameri- 
canism and fair-play in this audience 
to listen to the truth. Good evening.” 

When Father Higgins had begun, 
the audience was all sitting. When he 
walked out practically everybody was 
standing. The air was charged with 
excitement All in attendance were so 
dumbfounded that there was not a 
move to interfere with him
